Washington, March 27.—Senator 


Foraker toaay introduced the ameud- 
nents to the Porto Rico governmen- 
tal bill which were read to the repub- 
lican senatorial caucxis yesterday and 
some of which were agreed to by it. 


The amendments were incorporated 
n a new print of the bill and the bill 
as thus amended introduced as a new 


icasure. 
The first important change is made 


in Section 3, in which the inhabitants 
are described as "citizens of Porto 
Rico and as such entitled to the pro- 
tection of the United States," where- 
as in the old bill they were designat- 
ed as "citizens of the United States." 


The following provision is substi- 


tuted for Section 8 in regard to ar- 
ticles imported into Porto Rico from 
ports outside the United States: 


"That on and after tho passage of 


tliis act the same tariffs, customs and 
duties shall be levied, collected and 
paid upon all articles imported into 
Porto Rico from ports other than 
these of the United States which are 
required by law to be collected upon 
articles imported into the United 
States from foreign countries: 


"Provided, that on all coffee in the 


beau or ground imported into Porto 
Eico there shall be levied and col- 
lected a duty of 5 cents per pound, 
any law-or part of, law to the con- 
trary notwithstanding; and provided 
further,.^tha^ all Spanish scientific, 
literary ftnd artistic works, not sub- 
versive of public order in Porto Rico 
shall be admitted free of duty into 
Porto Eico for a period of ten years, 
reckoning from the eleventh day of 


meut of Porto Rico, by this act es- 
tablished and shall by resolution 
duly passed so notify the president, 
he shall make proclamation thereof, 
and thereupon all tariff duties on 
merchandise and articles going: into 
Porto Eico from"the United States or 
coming into the United States from 
Porto Rico shall.cease, and from and 
after such date all such merchandise 
and articles shall be entered at the 
several ports on entry free of duty; 
and in no event shall any duties be 
collected after the first day of March, 
1002." 


There IB also a substitute for Sec- 


tion 10, concerning the disposal of 
Porto Rican revenues. 
It provides 


that 'the duties and taxes collected 
in Porto Rico less the cost of col- 
lection' and the gross amount of all 
collections of duties and taxes in the 
United States upon articles of mer- 
chandise coming from 
Porto Rico 


shall not be covered into the general 
fund of the treasury, but shall bo 
held as a separate fund, and placed 
at the disposal of the president for 
the government and benefit of Porto 
Rico. 


The secretary of the treasury Is to 


designate the several ports and sub- 
ports of entry in Porto Rico and 
make such rules and regulations and 
appoint such agents as may be neces- 
sary to collect the duties and taxes. 


The internal revenue laws are ex- 


empted from the provision that tha 
laws of the United States shall have 
full force and effect In Porto Eico. 


Instead of a delegate in congress 
i'om Porto Rico is a "resident com- 
missioner to the United States," who 
shall ho entitled to official recogni- 
tion as such by all departments, up- 
on presentation to the'department of 
state of a certificate of election of the 
governor of Porto Eico and who shall 
be entitled to a salary, payable 
monthly by the United States, at the 
rate of 35,000 per annum. 


The only other change in the ad- 


ministrative feature of the bill is one 
requiring the approval of the presi- 
dent of the United States in the mat-
